Copies of enclosed letters to Mrs. John Foster Dulles and 
to Eugene Black are self-explanatory. I know hew busy you are, 
but hope to have a brief telephone conference with you with refer- 
ence to other interesting mementos of your brother’s life and 
service which may be borrowed for this exhibit for a period of 
ninety days. We have so many photographs and photostats that we 
must attempt a better balance by means of artifacts of interest 
and significance.

outstanding illustrations of our use of arbitration and cmciliation. 

Through the good off less of Seeretary Hsrtsr and his staff, facsimiles of 
important treaties will be shown. 

In case #1 9 the activities of Mr. Dulles as a Christian leader will 
be highlighted with special eaph&aia upon the "Six Pillars of Peace" and 
the numerous conferences and projects in which he and Walter Van Kirk played 
leading parts. In ease #20 the outstanding service of your husband as 
secretary 0 f Stats will be engthasissd. The Treaty with Japan is one vivid 
illustration. 

Immediately after viewers have seen oases 19 and 20 in toe south 
corridor of the mein floor, they will enter s special exhibit roam, the 
entire facilities of which will be devoted to the United Nations end its 
various agencies, including the International Court. 

1 writing to voles the earnest hops that through your aid we may 
borrow fear this exhibition some items of special interest. Our mutual friend, 
Edward H. Orem, was hopeful that you would let us have the medal which tho 
Bar Association of the Stats of Mew fork presented to Mr. Dulles after he 
had delivered before this group one of his most Important addresses, para- 
graphs from which are to be enlarged for easy reeding. A sard referring to 
the extraordinary number of miles which Mr. Dulles traveled in behalf of a 
more peaseful world would take on added interest if you should find it 
possible to lend us Dipl one tic Passport Mo. 1 which bears your name 
Diplomatic Passport Mo.
